‘EXPECTS TO SAY 
SOME SHARP THINGS’ 


Declares ‘You Can't Take 
America Off Wheels,’ 
But Can Reduce Use of 
Rubber to Minimum. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
This country’s essential vehicles, 
civilian as well as military, will 
have some form of rubber and 
plenty of it, the nev rubber ad- 
ministrator promises and he indi- 
cates it will not be long in coming. 

William M. Jeffers, in his first 
press interview since becoming 
rubber administrator Tuesday, said 
yesterday that production .of syn- 
thetic rubber would be started 
swiftly, in accordance with known 
processes, while a search for im- 
provement continued on the side. 


He said plants to turn out the 
synthetic product. would be rushed 
to completion and their output 
stepped up to any required degree. 

“You can’t take American off of 
wheels,” declared Jeffers. ou 
can lose the war doing that be- 
cause of the disruption it would 
cause in our economy. 


Some Cars Necessary, 


“You have to have civilian trucks 
running toymove goods and farm 


busses and a certain number of 
passenger cars to take people to 
and from. werk. But you can re- 
duce the use of rubber to the ir 
reducible minimum,” 

He asserted that when his. prob- 
lems were “all pulled together,” he 
was going to say “some pretty 


sharp — mee Pi: cre suing 

“My notion,” he continued, “is 
to get the mystery out of this tre- 
mendous job; to get it on the table 
and get the job done. 

“A lot of extremely capable: men 
are working on the rubber prc- 
gram, in Washington and else- 
where. My job is to. give this un- 
dertaking direction and stop the 
interference. You have got to 
reach decisions and put them into 
effect.” 


He said that people were not as 
unwilling to do the right thing as 
they were “confused” and added: 

“That goes for big business and 
little business and the fellow who 
works with his hands. In the final 
analysis that latter fellow will. be 
the one who will win the war for 
you.” 

Jeffers, president of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, came to New 
York to confer with Bernard M. 
Baruch, head of the committee 
that reported on the rubber situa- 
tion for President Roosevelt. 
Baruch said Jeffers’ appointment 
was “a very constructive step for- 
ward.” 

Takes Responsibility. 

Jeffers praised the War Produc- 
tion chief, Donald M. Nelson, and 
said he would fill his assignment 
without asking for any spotlight. 
The rubber chief said he had all 
the authority he needed. 

“I'm perfectly willing to assume 
all the responsibility to see that 
this work is done,” he added. “In 
other words, if I fail, I’m not going 
to try to fasten the responsibility 
on any one else or on any group. 

“We have got to become realis- 
tic,” he continued. “We have to 
think in terms of killing as many 
of the enemy as we can with as 
little loss of life among our own 
forces as possible.” 

Asked what would happen after 
the emergency to the plants, the 
director replied:

Individual Needs and Gas Rationing. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial. “Problems of Gaso- 

line Rationing,” suggested that con- 
sideration should be given to individual 
cases in determining the amount of gas- 
oline to be rationed to automobile own- 
ers. 

Some of the factors to be considered 
are: 

1. The distance and direction one lives 
from work. 

2. His working hours. 

3. The number of miles his car will go 
on one gallon. 

4. The type of loads he transports, 
viz., a man driving a coupe may swap 
rides with only two other coupe owners, 
and must have gasoline for one day of 
eyery three. A man driving a sedan or 
coach may swap rides with four other 
five-passenger car owners, and need 
have gasoline for only one working day 
of every five. A man who shares his car 
with members of his family or other 
non-owners of cars must have gasoline 
for every working day (much to his 
distress, for his tires will be worn out 
that much sooner). 

Any intelligent citizen recognizes that 
rationing is necessary in order to con- 
serve the assets of our country. He re- 
‘grets that appeals for voluntary con- 
servation have gone unheeded and hopes 
that selfishness will not continue to be 
uppermost should gasoline rationing be 
governed by individual requirements in- 
stead of a set four-gallon-a-week limit. 

Our family car has been carrying ca- 
pacity loads most of the time for over 20 
years. Now we are informed by the 
* Automobile Club Swap-Rides Office that 
we do not fit into the necessary pattern 
because three in our family ride, leaving 
room for only two other car owners. 
Its point is a good one, but our prob- 
lem remains, A. R. 8.

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REFRESHINGLY FRANK. 

The convention of the Progressive Mine Workers 
of America has adopted a resolution calling on the 
Government to prohibit the hauling of Eastern coal 
to St. Louis in the face of railroad congestion that 
is slowing down the war effort. 

St. Louis, of course, is familiar with that particu- 
lar kind of patriotism. However, it was rather sur- 
prising when William Keck, president of the union, 
came right out and said that any further effort to 
modify the St. Louis anti-smoke ordinance is sure 
“to meet with defeat,” agg that the last chance of 
regaining this market lies in inducing the authori- 
ties to restrict the transportation of smokeless fuel, 

Out of sheer gratitude for such refreshing frank- 
ness, we pass along a hint: There is one other way 
of regaining this market. That is by making high- 
volatile coal acceptable under the St. Louis ordi- 
nance. A union whose members depend on the 
Illinois mining industry might well take a hand in 
promoting the processing of Illinois coal. 
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WHERE TO GET FOUR MILLION POUNDS OF SCRAP. 

The terminal Railroad Association has stubbornly 
resisted the city’s prolonged efforts to get its un- 
sightly elevated structure removed from the river- 
front area, and now the battle has moved into the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

City officials showed sound judgment in not being 
impressed by the Terminal’s specious arguments 
against the removal. Neither were they moved by 
the Terminal’s defiance, -but instead pushed the 
fight to the Federal regulatory agency, which is 
now holding hearings in St. Louis. 

One Terminal argument, to the effect that the 
razing of the elevated would obstruct the war pro- 
gram, is left looking very feeble indeed by the 
figures presented at the hearing by Max H. Doyne, 
Director of Public Utilities. 

Far from handicapping the war program, Doyne 
showed, the four million pounds of scrap steel in 
the structure would be a tremendous asset. He 
went on to cite the calculations of a WPB official, 
to the efi_ct that this amount of steel would make 
111 medium tanks, or 80,000 .50-caliber machine 
guns, or 6666 anti-aircraft guns, or 2000 one-ton 
aerial bombs, or 4000 16-inch Navy shells, or 4000 
70-mm. howitzers. 

The country’s steel-makers are desperate for scrap. 
Mills have been closing because of the shortage, and 
more shutdowns are threatened. An all-out public 
campaign to gather scrap is about to be launched 
all over the country. In the face of those facts, how 
can the Terminal continue to withhold from the 
war effort a literal treasure trove of essential metal? 

If the elevated were vital fo local transportation 
efficiency, there would be some reason for letting it 
stand despite the urgent need for scrap. However, 
the city has demonstrated that the elevated is not 
essential. It has, in fact, worked out a better traffic 
system based on elimination of the elevated. 

These are among the facts that the ICC will weigh 
in reaching its decision. Certainly the country’s 
urgent need for scrap metal is an item worth con- 
sidering in the Terminal case. 
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THE QUESTION OF DEFICIENCIES. 

The statutes declare it to be the duty of the 
Secretary of State to publish thronghout the State 
the texts of the proposed constitutional amendments 
which the voters must accept or reject in the No- 
vember elections. And Secretary of State Dwight 
Brown has announced thag he is going to publish 
them—even though he has no appropriation for the 
purpose. 

In doing so, he is counting on the next Legislature 
to vote a deficiency appropriation which will enable | 
his department to pay the bill. There is nothing new 
in this policy. Various State departments for years 
have been continuing to function after the exhaus- 
tion of their funds, and Legislature after Legislature 
has been honoring debts so incurred.

Renegotiation of war contracts was started after 
various investigating committees found that the 
prices which the Government was paying for some 
war materials were altogether out of proportion to 
their costs. In a great many cases, this meant no 
more than that a manufacturer, entering a new 
field, made estimates which, in the light of experi- 
ence, proved excessive, Obviously, the proper thing 
to do in such a case was to rewrite the contract 
on a realistic basis.

On the other hand, a maneuver 
like the New York luncheon is just about the surest 
way of arousing a suspicion, warranted or not, that 
somebody is trying to put something over. 
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. WHAT IT WOULD TAKE.

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THE RUMOR CLINIC COMES TO ST. LOUIS. 

With Axis propaganda and Axis agents busy 
trying to take advantage of every cleavage in 
American life, the setting up of a “Rumor Clinic” 
to prevent the spread of dangerous false stories 
can be of immense aid on the home front. The vValu- 
able work of one such organization in Boston was 
described in an article reprinted on this page Thurs- 
day in the Mirror of Public Opinion. Boston’s suc- 
cessful experiences dispel any doubt as to the value 
of a Rumor Clinic. 

Thig same good work is to be carried on in St. 
Louis, according to an announcement yesterday by 
the St. Louis Civilian Defense Council, whose 141,000 
members, aided by the F. B. I., St. Louis police and 
the Army and Navy Intelligences, will run down all 
suspicious stories reported to them. As in Boston, 
it will indulge in no spy-chasing or witch-hunting. 
The original rumor, and the facts as revealed by 
investigation—frequently as contrasting as night 
and day—will be printed in a Civilian Defense publi- 
cation for all to see. ? 

It should be borne in mind that the Rumor 
Clinic is quite different from the plan advanced in 
St. Louis last February by Fred L. English for a 
secret army of amateur snoopers to conduct a city- 
wide spy hunt, That afforded an excellent chance 
for unscrupulous persons to satisfy personal revenge, 
racial prejudices and whatnot. Gerald B. Norris, in 
charge of the St. Louis office of the F. B. I., assailed 
that organization as one that “would only interfere 
with the Department of Justice, result in bungling 
and working at cross-purposes.” On the other hand, 
he has given his approval to the Rumor Clinic and 
will be one of its main co-ordinators. There is noth- 
ing secret about this new St. Louis organization, 
every one of its members being known and also 
being a person of proved patriotism. It should re- 
ceive the full support of all loyal Americans. 
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A LOW OPINION OF THE POPULAR WILL. 

Why he voted to cripple the city’s new merit 
system at its very outset has been stated frankly 
and brutally by Louis Comerford, Republican hoor 
leader in the Board of Aldermen. The reason is 
not that set forth by Comptroller Nolte: economy. 
It is simply that Alderman Comerford is against the 
whole idea approved by the voters when they 
adopted the Charter amendment. 

His argument for opposing the expressed mandate

Comerford and the other Aldermen do not 
propose another popular vote, as opponents of the 
court-reform plan do. The Aldermen simply moved

This talk abput “the people didn’t know what they 
were doing” sounds exceedingly strange in a democ- 
‘racy, where majority rule is supposed to prevail. 
It’ is a high-handed line of argument which will 
affront every voter who made up his mind to vote 
for the merit system and the court-reform pian 
despite the alarmist cries of the politicians. This

Coal Shortage in St. Louis?

War demands on labor and transportation may curtail fuel avail- 
able in this city next winter, but people do not realize danger, 
article points out; householders should lay in supply now; 
if their bins are not large enough, they should find more space.

O civilian problem is potentially more 

acute than that of a coal shortage next 

winter. But St. Louis, which cannot re- 
member a year when fuel was not plen- 
tiful, has not yet awakened to this urgent 
fact. St. Louis seems unconvinced that a 
coal shortage ever could happen here. 

For this reason, perhaps, the urging of 
President Roosevelt, Director Joseph ‘B. 
Eastman of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, officials of consumer divisions of 
various governmental agencies and coal 
dealers themselves have thus far failed to 
awaken the St. Louis householder to the 
shivers which he may experience within 
the next few months. 

Consequently, not enough home owners of 
the city are following the prudent policy 
of laying in their winter’s supply of fuel. 

This is true in spite of sincere efforts of 
the local industry to impress the people 
with the urgency of the situation, as well 
as constant hammering of newspapers and 
radio stations. 

In many parts of the country, public 
warnings of the danger have resulted in 
boosting of sales to private homes by from 
25 to 200 per cent. Those communities, pos- 
sibly, have experienced coal shortages be- 
fore and have a more vivid mental picture 
of what a shortage may mean in terms of 
— — ——— and suffering. | 

. * 


But the severest sieges of zero and sub- 
zero weather have not brought this home 
to St. Louisans in the past, for there has 
been a large marginal producing area only 
a short distance away, plenty of men to 
work the mines, and plenty of transporta- 
tion to get it into the St. Louis coal yards, 
and from there, into consumers’ coal bins. 

That these conditions no longer hold true 
is not fully realized by the citizens of St. 
Louis. As yet, they do not see that war- 
time changes have altered al] these condi- 
tions which in past years have guaranteed 
an abundance of fuel. 

At the mines, in Southern Illinois and all 
over the country, there is a shortage of 


labor. Some already have been forced to | 


cut their output because men are going into 
the Army and into war work. And this is a 
situation which will get worse, not better, 
as the months go by. 
In St. Louis, there is a shortage of 
workers to drive coal trucks and to load 
and unload the coal. This situation, too, 
will grow in seriousness as the war pro- 
gresses. Already deliveries are being held 


‘up in some cases for this reason. More will 


be delayed next winter. 
* * 

But more serious, potentially, than the 
labor shortage is the threatened shortage 
of railroad cars with which to bring the 
coal into the St. Louis market. 

Many more cars than usual wi!’ be 
needed. But. the railroad situation itself is 
becoming more and more acute, Many cars 
have been diverted from regular hauling 
work to the transporting of coal from the 
southern areas to the Atlantic seaboard be- 
cause of the shipping losses, and fear of 
further shipping losses, in the Atlantic. 
Much goods formerly shipped by sea now 
must go by rail. 

The railroads are further taxed by the 
diversion to their carriers of large amounts 
of coal formerly carried on the barge lines, 
as the boats have been assigned by the 
Army the job of carrying ore from mines 
to various manufacturing centers. 

These factors add up to a heavy demand 
on coal carrying railway cars, and month 
by month, as war production grows and 
materials are taken from war-goods pro- 
ducing centers like St. Louis in larger and 
larger amounts, their ability to handle large 
coal shipments in case of a severely cold 
winter might be sorely taxed. Every car of 
coal than can be brought into the St. Louis 
area now, therefore, is insurance a 
tieup next winter, 

The only safe way, from the point of vi 
of the family which heats gyal — 
is to fill home coal bins to capacity now. 
And if the bin is not large enough to hold 
the full winter’s supply, it will be wise to 
block off another corner in the basement to 
hold the necessary additional amount.

Unable entirely to oust a wedge 
driven into Stalingrad’s streets 
yesterday in the third of a series 
of Nazi drives from the northwest, 
the Russians fenced off their hold- 
ings with gun and bayonet and 
the army newspaper Red Star said 
they gave no further ground in the 
city. 

The Soviet noon communique 
emphasized the repulse of attacks 
by the Russians, who are fighting 
through a din of shellfire and 
bombing. 

Field reports said night skies 
were bright with explosions, burn- 
ing buildings and the light from 
thousands of flares. Tons of 
bombs were showered down by 
German air force squadrons. 

Red Star said that at one place, 
after planes had strafed and 
bombed a group of buildings, the 
Russians were forced to retire be- 
fore a charge of two regiments of 
infantry and 100.tanks. The Rus- 
sians, however, were reported to 
have regrouped quickly and won 
back their positions. 

With the same violence the Ger- 
mans assaulted the hill which com- 
mands the center of the city and 
important traffic arteries, Red 
Star said. Nazi planes loosed sev- 
eral hundred bombs in a 45-min- 
ute preparatory bombardment. 
Fifty tanks then rumbled up the 
hill, their guns pounding at the 
defenders. German automatic 
riflemen swarmed into the fight- 
ing and the Red Army troops were 
forced from some positions around 
the hill. The Russians counterat- 
tacked, however, Red Star said, 
and restored their positions in a 
five-hour battle.

AXIS WEAK SPOT 
IN BALKANS

ROUBLE brewing in th

” This has been a 
perennial headline in the 
world’s press for a long, long time. 
Just now, however, from the point 
of view of the United Nations, it 
is good news rather than bad 
news, for trouble brewing in the 
Balkans is trouble brewing for the 
Axis. 

The. active center of this trouble 
is Yugoslavia and the core its free 
army under the leadership of Gen. 
Drajo Mihailovitch. From this 
center, unrest is spreading into 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Albania 
and Greek guerrillas are lending 
active assistance. 


To take the case of Bulgaria 
first, this is a country whose peo- 
ple are beginning to be . afraid 
that their Government has backed 
the wrong horse again. Bulgarian 
foreign policy is purely realistic, 
with no objectives other than the 
regaining of territories which the 
Bulgarians claim or desire, King 
Ferdinand in 1915 thought that 
Bulgarian ambitions would best 
be served by joining the Central 
Powers. He did so, and Bulgaria 
enjoyed a little temporary expan- 
sion at the expense of Serbia and 
Greece, only to suffer a bitter dis- 
illusionment when the _ Allied 
armies under Franchet d’Esperey 
broke the passes of the 
Struma and began the debacle that 
left Bulgaria shorn and helpless. 

Now, as German armies batter 
in vain at the gates of Stalingrad, 
as winter comes on apace with 
Russia still powerfully in the field, 
as evidences of Nazi weakness ap- 
pear everywhere in the Balkans, 
and as the mighty and respected 
power of the United States begins 
to make its appearance in the Eu- 
ropean theater of war, the Bulgar- 
jans are beginning to wonder 
whether Boris has not made a mis- 
take even more disastrous in its 
consequences than Ferdinand.

Political issues which brought on 
the recent disturbances are no 
nearer settlement than they were 
five weeks ago, Thousands of Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi's active follow- 
ers are stil] at large, working un- 
derground with the proclaimed aim 
of making trouble wherever and 
whenever the opportunity offers. 
Though they have failed to en- 
list support from the people on as 
widespread or as active a scale 
as expected, and though some of 
their methodg have been strongly 
condemned by thoughtful Indians, 
this does not mean that there has 
been any change of public senti- 
ment in favor of the British. 

Bitterness Remains. 

The old bitterness still is there 
in aggravated form. Police meas- 
ures may succeed in keeping the 
country more or less under con- 
trol, so long as the Japanese men- 
ace can be staved off, but who 
can tell what consequences will 
have grown out of this unhealthy 
state of the public mind should 
the enemy attempt invasion? 

Since the opening of the legis- 
lative assembly here the Govern- 
ment has lifted the veil nearly all 
the way on the record of the first 
five weeks of rebellion, which 
Ghandhi’s arrest precipitated: It is 
now possible to report that for 
the first two weeks the “biggest 
steel plant in the British empire 
—the Tata works in Bihar—was 
shut down as a result of the walk- 
out of its 50,000 employes. In a 
full and illuminating report sub- 
mitted to the legislative assembly 
by Sir Reginald Maxwell, India’s 
home minister, the consequences 
of the five weeks’ disturbances 
were given as follows: 

Three hundred and forty rioters 
killed, 850 wounded, 31 policemen 
killed, 11 members of the British 
military forces killed, seven 
wounded, 250 railway stations 
damaged or destroyed, 50 post of- 


000,000, and of these only 54,000,000 
are normally classified as working 
or wanting to work. There are only 
eighty million people between the 
ages of 15 and 65, male and female. 
Probably the total of those over 
16, who could be put to whole or 
part-time work, is not more than 


65,000,000. Out of these also must 
be drawn an army of from 10,- 
000,000 to 13,000,000. 

Out of productive work also 
must be drawn Federal and State 
and. other officials.. We learn that 
one in 20 of our normally employ- 
able persons is already on the Fed- 
eral payroll. This bureaucracy is 
too big. It is greatly to be hoped 


drastically.

HE question remains whether 
the creation of new cadres of la- 
bor can be done from above the de- 
crees and by a new bureaucratic 
organization ordering everyone 
what he has to do and where he 
has to go, or whether we, the peo- 
ple, have creative power in our- 
selves, assisted by the Government 
but relatively free of bureaucracy, 
by which we can meet the problem. 
The use of manpower'‘is not 
merely a matter of quantity but of 
quality—of putting the right per- 
son in the right place. There is no 
instance, Government or otherwise. 
that can decide that as well as the 
individual person, ‘who knows his 
talents and the circumstances 

necessary to his efficiency.

his equipment and keep up with

But the third educational fea- 
ture of the session, the scientific 
exhibit, has grown during. the last 
few years until it is really first in 
educational value.

THESE EXHIBITS, entirely 
non-commercial in'character, are 
set up by private doctors to show 
the work they have been doing in 
their home town hospitals, clinics 
or laboratory. By actual demon- 
strations or photographs, in many 
cases beautiful and _ elaborate 
drawings, and small motion pic- 
ture exhibits, the new ideas are 
shown in a succession of booths 
like a glorified county fair, on the 
basis that one look at an actual 
demonstration is worth more than 
1,000 words read from any manu- 
script. 


A doctor hears of some treat- 
ment given in a far away city; he 
would like to go see it for him- 
self. But he hears of five or six 
of these during the year; and 
when he gets to the American 
Medical Association meeting he 
finds that they all have been 
brought together under one roof. 
The demonstrators are physicians 
in private practice who have de- 
veloped the method, and have 
pledged themselves to stay in 
their booth at the exhibition hall 
every hour it is open and explain 
all the details to doctors. .

MOST OF THESE lectures and 
exhibits are too technical to at- 
tempt to recount for a lay audi- 
ence. Some of general interest 
at the 1942 session were: 

The Ballistograph—a sort of bed 
table, very finely balanced and 
sensitive which records the pulsa- 
tions of the heart. The old doctor 
of the last century used to have 
a trick of diagnosing a certain 
kind of valvular disease of the 
heart by the rhythmic shaking 
of the patient’s bed. The ballisto- 
graph makes a record of this na- 
ture which has been scientifically 
analyzed, 

As the blood is pumped head- 
ward by the heart the whole body 
is jolted just as from the kick of 
a gun. Not only heart disease 
of various kinds, but the effect 
of exercise, drug action, fever, 
blood: transfusion, etc. can be re- 
corded. 


Dissolving kidney stones with- 
out operation is a still persistent 
hope of patients. A method of 
doing this developed in Boston 
was shown. But unfortunately for 
the hope of patients it cannot be 
taken by mouth, but ig injected 
by instrumentation into the kid- 
ney pelvis, 

Immersion foot is one of the dis- 
eases developed in this war, as 
trench mouth and trench kidney 
developed in the last. It is the 
result of long exposure to cold, 
damp and water while adrift at sea 
in open boats. Immersion foot 
is similar to frost bite, in that 
lack of movement, along with cold, 
constricts the blood vessels of the 
legs.

Why Patience 
ls a Virtue at 
Bridge Table

M OST defenders have an abso- 


lute horror of letting the de- 
clarer win a “cheap” trick. 
Their determination to forestall 
such a “calamity” is directly re- 
sponsible for the success of many 
a contract. Note today’s deal. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


The eee: — 
South , 

West opened the heart king and, 
on East’s play of the jack, con- 
tinued with the heart ace. Now, 
with all the hearts accounted for, 
and fearful of leading from the 
diamond queen, West made a high- 
ly dubious shift to his top club, the 
six spot. Dummy played low and 
East carefully put in the jack. East 
had observed, of course, that de- 
clarer must hold the club nine 
along with the ace, and he did not 
want him to win the trick with a 
low card. Unfortunately for East’s 
good intentions, declarer was now 
home. He captured the jack with 
the ace, drew trumps in four leads, 
then led the club nine. Hast had to 
win (otherwise declarer would 
simply lead another club): and 
now, of course, the defenders were 
through. Declarer, at his leisure, 
discarded a diamond on the club 
queen. 

Granting that West's shift to a 
club had made the defense no 
easier, it still is a fact that Hast 
could have saved the ship merely 
by ducking and permitting. de- 
clarer to win with the club nine. 
This would have given declarer 
two immediate club tricks, but 
would have guarded against the 
far greater danger that he would 
make three tricks in the suit, as 
he actually did on East's play of 
the jack. 

Patience in the collection of 
one’s tricks is a great virtue at 
bridge.
